The English bark Tiber, Capt. 
mith, lies off the Battery, having 
esternoon reached this port from 
hanghai, and will go into the An- 
liorLine pier to-morrow to unload 
ler cargo. She carries in her hold 
lie only railroad China ever had. 
t was laid down between Shanghai 
and Woo Sung some years ago by an 
English company, who were to oper- 
te it on a permit granted Mr. Chas. 
C. Hill, of Bridgeport, Conn., by 
he tontai, or local Governor of the 
brmer place. Mr. Hill wished to 
urnish and complete a horse rail- 
way, but so great was the opposition 
hat he straightway gave up the pro- 
ect. An English company took up 
he scheme and purchased the rails 
for Mr. Hill's road. By bullying, 
and, where that would not suffice, 
>y force of arms, this company com- 
peted the road. Instead of a horse 
;ailroad, they made a narrow-guage 
steam road. It was but indiflerent- 
y patronized from the first, yet the 
Englshmen claimed that it was to be 
the opening wedge for a chain of 
roads that would cover the whole of 
China in the course of time. In the 
face of determined opposition, the 
company sold the road to the Chinese 
Impei ial Government for a good 
round sum, and it was taken up. 


"No, I don't know how it came 


to be brought tc this country," said 
Capt Smith yesterday evening on 
the deck of the Tiber. "There is 
about 400 tons of it in eighteen and 
twenty-two feet bars. They would 
extend seven miles. Our agent in 
Shanghai, Jardin Matteson, request- 
ed us to take out our ballast of tea 
and put in the iron. Of course, the 
Chinese Jwere dissatisfied with the 
railroad, and it didn't help matters 
to have the rails laying around loose. 
They would never be used in the 
construction of another road there, 
and so propably some enterprising 
American bought them."

The President was then escorted to the 
front by the Mayor, who delivered an 
address of welcome which was respond- 
ed to at some length by President 
Hayes. Speeches were (hen made by 
Gen. Sherman, Secretary Ramsay, Gov. 

The party were 
then escorted to their carriages, which 
filed (into the line of procession. All 
Oakland was out in the streets, which 
are elegantly decorated with flags, ever- 
greens, etc.

Surveyor Gen. Honghton, where Mrs. 
Hayes remained during the afternoon, 
receiving the ladies, while the Presi- 
dent, at the termination of ceremonies, 
proceeded to the ferry boat, escorted by 
the Reception Committee and the Oak- 
land Light Cavalry.

The fourth annual convention of the 


Illinois State Christian Temperance Union 
Convention, which had been in session at 
the tabernacle since Tuesday forenoon, 
cloted last night with a temperance love- 
feast, led by Col. Rowell.
